The theater and stage were handsome- 
ly decorated with flowers, evergreens and 
ferns. President Cardwell Hardy,

calling the convention to order, said in | 


part: 


“The unprecedented prosperity of the 
past few years, brought us last fall toa 
climax of high prices for commodities and 
securities. The same sunshine which 
brings to its full fruition our rich harvests 
also fosters the tares. So, among the 
substantial edifices of our prosperity, hav- 
ing sprung up artificial commercial struc- 
tures, which have failed, signally, to stand 
the test of time. Over-sanguine people, 
some probably not over scrupulous, had 
been capitalizing and recapitalizing 
schemes of all kinds and inducing peo- 
ple, with paper profits, to underwrite flo- 
tations which they were unable to carry 
-The boom had gone too far, the natural 
reaction set in, and a general house clean- 
ing begun where it was most needed, in 
the weeding out of over-capitalization and 
inflated securities. If there is any class 
of mén more than. others who should 
never take speculative risks. it is those 
who are handling the earvings and sav- 
ings of others, and the seeking of de- 
posits at hish rates of interest, which 
can only be earned by speculative invest- 
ments, is a menace to sound hafiking. 
Saving depositors shaw carefully shun

Ast Corporations.” 

On the subject of corporations. he said: 

“In the. formation of our great indus- 
trial corporations, we have been con- 
fronted with new and strange conditions 
Eliminating those of a fraudulent charac. 
ter. nearly all of them have been subject 
to criticism in the matter of capitalization 
and the weak point with all of them has 
been the failure to provide a reasonable 
working capital. 

“There has heen a greater creation of 
securities in the consdlidation of many

of our railroads than actual values, an- 


parently, justify. but the coneentration of 
management and control has brought 
about a stabilitv of rates, which has 
created an established value for their 
legitimate securities, without hardships 
to the natrons of the roads. 

“A word on publicity. as it relates to 
all publie corvorations. Some criticism 
recently has heen made of the publication 
of the weekly New York bank statement. 
I use the incident merely to point a 
moral. The ferm and method of making 
this statement has been, mowe or less. a 
subject of discussion for some time past. 
If the form and method of nublication 
is not as accurate as it should be. make 
it what it should he, but do not suppress 
it.

Postmaster General Gives Re3s- 
ons for Removals, 


All the Discharges the Result of Dis- 
closures Made in the Bristow 
Report — List of Those 
Dropped and the Charges 
Against Them.. 


Washington, October 2!.—Postmaster 
General Payne today removed from office 
Michael W. Louis, superintendent of the 
Supplies of the postoffice department; 
Louis Kempner, chief of the registry di- 
vision of the third assistant postmaster- 
ter general's office, and C. B. Terry, a 
$900 clerk in the postoffice department, 
and directed the postmaster a. New York 
to remove Otto Weis, a clerk. 

These removals are the first result of 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow's report on the irregularities in 
the postoffice department. 

Payne Mrkes Statement. 


Information of the contemplated dis- 
charges did not leak out at the depart- 
ment until after 4 o'clock, and at 4:30 
the postmaster general made an official 
announcement cf his action, as follows: 

“Michael W. Louis has been removed 
srom the office of superintendent of the 
division of supplies because the recent 
investigation shows that he infiuenced the 
awarding of contracts for supplies to fa- 
vored bidders; that he has been extrava- 
gant and wasteful in the administration 
of his office, and that he has pdid ex- 
cessive prices fcr supplies to favored con- 
tractors. 

“Louis Kempner, superintendent of the 
registry system, has been removed for in- 
competent and negligent administration, 
for wasteful and reckless extravagance 
in sending expensive manifold registra- 
tion books to 1 large number of small 
fourth class postoffices and for violating 
the revenue laws by a system of petty 
Smuggling. 

“Cc. B. Terry, a cierk in the division of 
supplies, has been removed for making 
false affidavits; attempting to obtain 
money from clerks under the guise that 
he could influence their promotion and 
general inefficiency.’’ 

The postmaster general also stated that 
the postmaster at New York had been 
directed to remove Otto Weis, a clerk in 
the New York postoffice, for collecting 
money from clerks to influence legisla- 
tion and to procure promotions. 


Due to Bristow Report. 

In reply to questions Mr. Payne said 
the discharges were the result of dis- 
closures made by the Bristow report. 

‘I have read the report,” he said, ‘‘and 
am free to say that my action today was 
the result of its perusal.” He declined to 
say whether there would be other re- 
movals as a result of the report, but ijt is 
understood that while a few othe may 
follow, there wl not be any wholesale 
dismissais. . 

Weis, the New York clerk who has been 
relieved, is said -to have enjoyed confi- 
dential relations with George W. Beavers, 
late superintendent of the salary and al- 
lowance division, and he is ogharged with 
having acted as a medium through which 
other clerks in the New York postoffice 
were communicated with. 

Terry is from Indiana. He was a tem- 
porary clerk in the postoffice department 
and was afterwards removed. He made 
charges that he had been discharged from 
his position by John M. Masien, then 
chief clerk of the first assistant postmas- 
ter general, but now assistant superinten- 
dent of the railway mail service, because 
he had refused to give money to Masten 
for his retention, and the president di- 
rected his reinstatement. It if under- 
stood that the investigation failed to sub- 
stantiate Terry’s charges and his perma- 
nent removal is the result of that failure. 

The possible effect of the Bristow in- 
quiry upon the fortunes of Louis and 
Kempner has been much discussed, Both 
have been in the postal service_for some 
years.

other mills which will have an equip- 
ment of 14,025 looms and 500,312 spin- 
dies, making a grand total, existing and 
in sight, of 642 mills, 86,738 looms and 
6,976,800 spindles.

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HERE are a few convicts which 
+ were awarded to bidders for convict 

labor by the prison commission sev- 
eral days ago which are said to be avail- 
able. In other words, the parties to 
whom the convicts were awarded would 
not object to disposing of their contracts, 
if they could do so at an advantageous 


price. 

It would seem, however, that those who 
have them are holding them at too high 
a figure. One man who is said to have 
fifty men he is willing to dispose of is 
holding them at $30 a month each, or 
$360 a year. In most every instance, ft 
is said, it would be cheaper to employ 
free labor than to pay that price. An- 
other man is sald to have quite a number 
of convicts under the new contract which 
he is willing to dispose of at $300 a year, 
or $25 a month, wut so far he has had no 
takers. 

One of the old contractors, who appear- 
ed to be quite anxious to continue to use 
convict labor, had fifty convicts offered 
him at $252 a year, or $2! per month, 
the highest price bid when the labor of 
the convicts was let by the commission. 
He promptly turned down the offer, say- 
ing he could not afford to use them at 
that figure, 

It would appear, therefore, that when 
the bids for convict labor went up as 
high as $240 and $280 a year, they came 
pretty near reaching the limit. If those 
who have convicts to sell, or rather the 
labor of convicts, get an advance of $25 
to $30 a year over their bids the indica- 
tions are they will be doing about the 
best possible for themselves

TURY REMOVES 
~ MURDER CHARGE 


Bailiff Wood Comes Clear of 
Nero's Death 


All the Witnesses Who Described the 
Killing of Knowles Declared It 
Was Done Without Legal 
Provocation—Statement 
of Wood. 


Bailiff J. F. Wood, who shot and killed 
Robert Knowles, a negro, while trying to 
serve a warrant on Knokles’ wife, was 
yesterday afternoon found not guilty. 

The trial of the case took up the en- 
tire day in Judge Roan’s court. All the 
witnesses who described the killing swore 
that the negro was shot down without 
any legal] provocation. The defense intro- 
duced no testimony, 

The killing of Knowles occurred at 
about I! o’clock at night on August 8 
last at the negro’s house, 122 East Har- 
ris street. J. W. Brockman, a money 
lender, who accompanied the bailiff to 
the house and who was the prosecutor in 
the proceedings against the negro woman, 
was indicted jointly with Wood, being 
charged as an accessory. He will be 
tried later. 

The first witness to take the stand in the 
trial was Laura Knowles, widow of the 
dead negro and the woman for whom 
the warrant had been sworn out. 


To Collect 90 Cents. 


She testified that when the bailiff and 
the money lender came to her house she 
was told they had a warrant for her for 
that ‘90 cents she owed Mr. Brockman.”’ 
She then sent for her husband, she said, 
and when he came he offered to settle the 
debt, but the bailiff refused to talk with 
him and shot at him, on which he ran 
from the house. One of the four shots 
fired, she said, was the cause of Knowles’ 
death. 

Mabel Lovejoy, Robert Todd and Buber 
Jones, al] colored, swore they saw the 
shooting and made practically the same 
statements as the Knowles woman. 

Solicitor General Hill attempted to ques- 
tion the witnesses in regard to the na- 


| ture of the warrant against the Knowles 
woman and the occasion of its issuance. 


stating that he intended showing it was 
merely to collect an alleged debt when 
far more than the debt and legal interest 
had already been paid. The warrant 
charged cheating and swindling. 

Arnold and Arnold, representing Wood, 
objected to this, however, and Judge 
Roan refused to allow the testimony to 
be given. 


The defense put no witnesses on the. 


stand, but Wood himself made a state- 
ment in which he dechared that when he 
fired at the negro the latter was throwing 
bricks at him and that he feared for his 
very life. This statement was dwelt on 
by Attorneys Lowry and Reuben Arnold 
in their angument. 

The case went to he jury at about 4:40 
and the verdict was read in court just 
about 20 minutes later. , 

Brockman, the money lender. will prob- 
ably not be tried at this session of the 
court.

The formal preSentation of the action of 
the people of Atlanfa in ratsing subscrip- 
tions for a great Presbytertan university

Dr. Theron Rice, pastor of the Central 
Presbyterian church of this city 
representative of the people of Atlanta, 
and Dr. J. W. Walden, president of the 
board of trusteés of the synod of Geor- 
gia, will le&ve today for Cheraw, S. C., 
where the South Carolina synod is in ses- 
sion, to present the matter to that body. 

The move:nent looking to the establish- 
ment of a great university in Atlanta 
has for its design the combining of the 
Thelogical college at Columbia, S. C., and 
the Southwestern University at Clarkes- 
ville, Tenn., and bringing them to At- 
lanta, their endowments being supple- 
mented by the money subscribed in At- 
lanta and throughout Georgia. 

To bring this about it will be necessary 
to present the matter to the synods of 
North and South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Florida for approval.

Disaster at the Durham

News was received yesterday at the 
office of the prison commission of the de- 
struction by fire on Tuesday night of all 
the buildings within the penitentiary 
stockade at the camp of the Durham 
Coal and Coke Company, at Pittsburg, in 
Walker county. 

The members of the commission, how- 
ever, were gratified to learn: that no one 
was injured, and not one of the 433 con: 
victs employed at this camp escaped. 

Penitentiary Warden Jake Moore left 
the city Tuesday night to go to Pitts- 
burg, and at that time nothing was 
known of the fire. He reached there 
early yesterday morning, and found all 


the buildings in ashes. Mr, Moore 
promptly sent a telegram to the com- 
mission, stating that all the buildings 


within the stockade had been destroyed, 
but that there were no escayv@as and no 


one was hurt. The bedding was ail 
saved. Mr. Moore's telegram also gave 
the information that no blame attached 
to any one on account of the fire, and 
stated that the situation was well in 
hand. It was not stated how the fire 
originated. 

While it is not definitely known, the

The directors of the Southern Interstate 
fair are convinced that the attendance at 
their exposition would be greatiy im- 
proved if it were not for the fact that 
the main driveway to the grounds is se 
hadly torn up that carriages cannot pass 
over it, while the street cars are so diffi- 
cult to find and consume so much time 
in getting to the fair that patrons miss 
half the show by the time they enter the 
grounds. 

Yesterday morning the work of tearing 
up the belgian blocks from Auburn 
avenue to Edgewood avenue began, and 
by noon that section of the street was 
practically impassable. It appears that 
in a few days more Peachtree street from 
Ellis street to the end of the Whitehall 
street viaduct wil! be torn up, and the 
complaints are exjected to be more

Say Delay Is Neediess. 

Those who are being inconvenienced, 
and whose businesses are suffering be- 
cause of these conditions, declare that the 
delay is absolutely unnecessary, and that

Mavor Howell on yesterday spoke of 
the Peachtree street asphalt question, He 
said: 

‘“"The work is progressing all right now. 
I have had the contractors betore me, 
and both they and the others who are 
interested in the work on the street as- 
sure me that they are working as rapid- 
ly as possible. Captain Clayton, the chief 
engineer, assures tne that everything 
possible is being done to hurry the work. 

Some Delay Is Necessary. 

“The whole trouble resulted from the 
act that there were several sets of men 
at work on the street at first, and it ts 
always difficult to handle four or five 
gangs of men on the same street. There 
was some delay at first, but there is none 
now. Some persons have an idea that ali 
that is necessary is to tear up the street 
on one day and lay the asphalt the next. 
That is not true. After the street is torn 
up the gas men, the water men and all 
the conduit men have to go into the 
street and connect with the houses, This 
is necessary, because after the asphalt ts 
laid we do not allow them to disturb it 
for ten years. - 

“The street railway men also have to 
work on the street. We force them to 
put concrete pillows under thetr cross 
ties in order to do away with the jar that 
cracks the asghalt. Wifen the men wer® 
at work on reachtreet a broken sewer 
was found. It was manifestly impossible 
to lay the new asphalt over the old sewer 
and consequently they had to stop and 
fix it. 

“After all these things were done it 
was necessary to lay the concrete and 
give it time to harden before the asphalt 
can be laid. 

“Tl have investigated,” and I am con- 
vinced that the work on Peachtree street 
is now progressing about as repidly as 
we can expect.”

Premier Will Dissolve Bri‘ish 
Parliament Next Y2ar, 


He Will Appeal to the Country on 
the Fiscal Proposals of Mr. 
Chamberlain—Chamberlain 
Says His Speeches Have 
Been Misapprehended. 


London, October 21.—The Dally Chront- 
cle this morning says it understands the 
government has decided to dissolve par- 
liament next year and go before the 
country for a vote during the Easter 
recess. 

The paper also says that Premier Bal- 
four would have dissolved parilament 
when the duke of Devonshire resigned 
as lord president of the council, except 
that he wished Jos*ph Chamberlain: to 
have a further opportunity of prosecul- 
ing his fiscal campaign. 

Joseph Chamberlain spoke to a large 
audience at Tynemouth today, but he did 
not add much to what he had already 
said. The former secretary dwelt jengthi- 
ly on the relations between Great Brit- 
ain and her colonies, saying that what he 
asked for was a mandate from the peo- 
ple to negotiate with the colonies. His 
speech at Glasgow had been rmisappre- 
hended. Under no circumstances did he 
wish to interfere with the commercial 
freedon of the cOlonies any more than 
he had Jet them interfere with Great 
Britain's freedom. Both were to be given 
full power to say what their fiscal poli- 
cles shall be, but the negotiations would 
show how far these could be altered to 
the mutual benefit of both sides. If the 
colonies asked too much then negotia- 
tions would fall through.

“a Plea for Opportunity’ was made by 
William Pickens, a senior of Yale unl- 
versity, the colored student who won the 
historic Ten Eyck award of first prize 
last year.

That superiority of a 
race or an individual which has for its 
foundation the ignorance of others and 
measures its strength from their weak- 
ness, is the most insignificant kind of 
superiority. If certain men have arms too 
weak for blacksmiths, it is annecessary to 
pass laws to hinder their becoming such; 
if negroes a@re unfit for the professions, 
it is idle to legislate against their becom- 
ing such. On the other hand, if they are 
fit for such, then the law is a wrong. 
Consequently such law is either a dead 
letter or a flagrant injussiceé and in either 
case unworthy of aw elviliged Christian 
people. 

“It has been stated that negro crimi- 
nals have multiplied with the progress 
of education. And from this it is de- 
auced that education produced the crim- 
inals, a conclusion due to a half analysis 
of the case. But when we go one step 
further and find Mat in fact, 
nality does increase, the increase is ex- 
clusively among uneducated negroes, then 
if the increase argues for anything it 
argues for more education; it tends to 
show that the ranks of ignorance are 
the hotbed of criminality. The half- 
truth was no argument against negru 
education.

A superior quality of duck- 
ing. and yarns are made, that is placed 
successfully in competition with eastern- 
made goods.

Carlton, president; Hal L. Johnston, vice 
president and general manager; F. P.

Pittsburg, October 2!.—The doors of the 
Federal national bank were not opened 
for business this morning. A notice was 
posted in explanation as follows: 
“Ciosed by the authority of the comp- 
troller of the currency. 

“JOHN B. CUNNINGHAM, 
*“Receiver.”’ 

Some such action as this has been with- 
in the possibilities for the past two days, 
forecasted by the determined raid made 
upon the institution’s stock on the Pitts- 
burg stock exchange. The positive state- 
méents, however, of the president, J. A, 
Langfitt, to the effect that the bank was 
not in need of money and that its losses 
would not affect its capital or surplus, 
did much toward allaying distrust on the 
part of its depositors, thus preventing a 
run, 

The closing of the bank was decided 
upon at a meeting of the directors last 
nigitt, which did not break yp until 2 
o'clock this morning, At that hour none 
of the officials would make a statement, 
and locally the outcome of the meaning 
was not generally Known until the re- 
ceiver’s notice was received at 9 o'clock. 
Ir is a United States depository and 
reported on hand September 9, $50,000 
of United States deposits. The stock of 
the company has been subjected to sharp 
declines on the Pittsburg exchange this 
week. On Monday it sold down from 
115 to 85, but was forced up again to 
1O0!l. All day yesterday it sagged and the 
closing quotationg were 80 bid and 85 
asked. ‘The course of the stock has at- 
tracted much attention and numerous 
adverse reports were in circulation, but 
they were promptly and fully denied by 
President J. A. Langfitt. He stated yes- 
terday evening that the bank had suf- 
fered only One possible loss, that of 
$140,000 which it heid in notes on the 
Eastern Tube Company of 
Ohio. That company is in the hands of a 
receiver and qa plan of reorganization is 
being worked out, he said, and the bank’s 
loss on that account may be small.
